During the Buaslan oooupatlon of Latvia, patrlotio 
Latvians had gatharlnga during the nlghta of olaan soolnl 
art. They sang the Latvian national hymn, dlsouesed the 
terrors of the ooeupying powers and Latvia£s posalbdlltlea for 
becoming onoe again fsec. The meetings wsrs hsld secretly 
and the ambers of the groups wars arrested and deportsd or 
shot by the Sussisna when thsy wsrs dlsoovorsd. 

Afterwords, as the Gsrmans' terror against ths Latvlen 
people Inoreaasd, it was nors and more olAor to the people 
that the German "liberation*^ was merely a faros and that 
the oiroimstanoes were as horrible as during the Oersutn 
oooupatlon.

A great Bacy young Latvian boys anlistad for war sarvloa on tbe 
Goman sldo voluntarily. Aftor this S^oontb period, tbaro 
was a gradual da<^aaiag of tbo aaouat of food cod goods boo. 
oauso tbe Oernana took nora and aora for their own use. A 
very strict rationing of good and food was instituted. The 
Oeman put their own people in all leading positions within 
Latvian ooianeroial^ industrial life and in the offloial adnlnis* 
tratlon of tbe country. After seas months (Subject does not 
refflcBber, esaotly wheh) there was set up, for ez^ple, a 
German Reiebskoosissar. a OeneraUconalsear and a Gebidts* 
koaBisare. Bdiota were silvan and prohibitions of different 
kinds. The arrests Inorsassd aftsrwarda and a great noabor of 
Latvians were arreoted apparently without reason. Aft the 
beginning of Slaroh. 10A2, the Oeraeue erranged ordinary 
nobilizatiori of boys bom between 1620 and 1924. The mobilizn* 
tion was published in all Latvian newspapers and failure to 
eoaply would, aooordiag to the publishing, bs very severe pon>> 
ishment. Then the boys SMt for registaring, they had to sign 
a paper fthny stating that they enlisted voluntarily. In this 
way. Subjeot's brother happened to Join the Geraana In tha 
war.

Subject then went 
out to the ezeouti'm plaoe la bis own oar to see how it wee- 
earried on (At thin time, Subjeot was oa^loyed at the Latvaon 
Harbor Police).
